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WALKING THE COURSE 





People attending horse competitions are apt to notice that the winners 
often are neither the best horses nor the best riders. The explanation of 
this phenomenon most frequently heard is that the judging is terrible. 
Fair minded horsemen, however, more frequently remark that Harry 
Horsebacker is a terrific competitor. 

Just what is it that makes a good competitor? The determination to 
win is essential, of course. So also is the ability to concentrate. Added to 
these two qualities there must also be a third, attention to details. Through 
the whole process of breeding, breaking, schooling, conditioning and 
competing there are literally hundreds of details to be attended to, the 
omission of any one of which can mean the difference between a blue and 
the steward’s whistle. Per contra, attending to all these details frequently 
puts just an average rider on just an average horse at the head of the line. 

To know where the horse is supposed to go and what he is supposed 
to do would seem to be fundamental. Nevertheless it is extraordinary how 
many really good riders are definitely vague when it comes to this elemen- 
tary detail. At horse shows, gymkhanas, hunter trials, combined training 
and hunter pace events, point-to-points, hunt race meetings, even occas- 
ionally at the major tracks, we see riders who are confused as to the course, 
the terrain, the obstacles or the finish. In races sanctioned by State Racing 
Commissions or by the National Steeplechase and Hunt Association any 
such display of ignorance is followed by harsh words from the stewards 
plus fines and suspensions. In other contests, however, harsh words come 
from everyone but the authorities. 

Schooling in advance is generally forbidden, but riders can and should 
use their own two legs: Walking the course, as a matter of fact, should 
always precede riding over it. Last summer Europe’s leading trainer, 
Vincent O’Brien, flew from Ireland to France four days before the race 
and walked every foot of the course in order to decide whether to enter 
Ballymoss in the Arc de Triomphe—which he won. After a heavy rain 
American trainers can be seen slogging through the sandy loam of our own 
dirt tracks determining where the going is heaviest so as to route their 


charges away from it. 
Watch Hans Winkler, Bill Steinkraus, Pat Smythe or the d’Inzeo 
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brothers before an_ international 
jumping competition. They will 
spend up to half an hour walking 
the course, appraising every ob- 
stacle, charting the exact route be- 
tween fences, pacing out the dis- 
tances. In the photographs of these 
champions, taken at the height of 
their trajectory, you will usually see 
their heads turned to look at the 
next jump. 

When you see a solitary pedes- 
trian plodding around the timber, 
brush and hurdle courses of the 
point-to-points, hunt meetings, and 
major tracks a couple of hours be- 
fore the first race, don’t be surpris- 
ed to recognize Paddy Smithwick, 
Kenny Fields, Laddie Murray or 
Gene Weymouth when he reaches 
the point where you are standing. 

If the greatest riders in the world 
need to walk every course before- 
hand, how much more all the rest 
of us, who are neither expert nor 
experienced, need to go and do like- 
wise, no matter how elementary the 
event. There is no excuse for the 
omission of this detail.

But that the Horse had been 
the subject for pity did count - and 
aroused him to tell people of what he 
had on his mind, through the medium of 
his own “‘Hoofs And Horns”’. 

There is nothing maudlin about Porter

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The Real Reason Native Dancer 
Lost The Derby

It’s rather late to be talking about the 
Kentucky Derby, especially the 1953 run- 
ning, but facts have been unearthed 
recently that shed new light on the much- 
discussed defeat that placed the only 
blemish on Native Dancer’s record. 

I feel that the public is entitled to 
these facts, and I shall reveal them just 
as they were delineated to me by Mr. 
David F, Woods, a gentleman who has 
spent most of his adult life delineating. 

Ever since I have known him - and 
that dates back to the year Dauber won 
the Preakness - Mr. Woods has had the 
itch to dig. Some of the things he has 
disinterred have been breathtakingly in- 
consequential. Others have been sensa- 
tionally unimportant. Still others have 
caused history to be re-written, 

For instance, while he was in the 
office of public relations director at 
Pimlico, Mr. Woods discovered 15 Preak- 
nesses - just by digging around. 

Chroniclers of races gone had missed 
these completely when they were making 
their notes for future generations. The 
history books our loose system of educa- 
tion was providing our children showed no 
Preaknesses from 1889 to 1909. Kids were 
permitted to graduate believing there was 
a hiatus between Buddhist and Effendi. 

Delving through old books and records, 
Mr. Woods partly filled the gap with 
authentic Preaknesses. Of course, they 
weren't run at Pimlico, but - who knows? - 
the races might have been transferred 
to Atlantic Highlands, New Jersey, to 
avoid a conflict of dates with the trotters. 

Having uncovered them, Mr. Woods 
staked out a claim on the 15 Preakness 
and challenged anyone to try to take them 
from him. 

Nobody wanted them, so Mr. Woods 
wrote them into his records, 

Had Mr. Woods remained at Pimlico, 
it is a reasonable conclusion that he would 
have found the five Preaknesses that still 
are missing, even if he had to go to 
Egypt to unearth them. 

I give you these details of Mr. Woods’ 
background so that you will know that the 
story you are about to hear is - quite 
possibly - true. At least, it comes from 
a reliable source. 


The Truth Can Be Told 
Mr. Woods did not dig up this one; he 


has known it since Derby Day, 1953 and 
has held his peace. He feels that now 
that Native Dancer is retired to stud and 
doesn’t give a damn, the truth may be 
told without injury or embarrassment to 
man or beast. 

In explaining Native Dancer’s defeat 
by Dark Star, competent writers point 
out that the gray colt lost x number of 
lengths when sloughed by Money Broker 
at the seven-eighths pole and x number 
of lengths on the backstretch when Guerin 
was forced to pull up and go inside, when 
he realized he couldn’t make it on the 
outside. Other critical observers noted 
other places during the races where more 
lengths were lost, but I’m trying to keep 
this thing factual and do not wish it to 
be colored by biased opinion. So let's 
say (conservatively) that the colt lost x 
plus x lengths. If you prefer ten, or five 
or half a length, it’s all right with me. 

This loss of ground, most people 
believe, caused Native Dancer to lose the 
race. 

Mr. Woods terms this, a trifle in- 
delicately, hogwash. It was not the cause, 
he declares, it was the effect of the cause. 

The Cause was born in a Louisville 
hotel room hours before. 

Mr. Woods, down for the Derby of °53, 
was sharing a room in the BrownwithMr. 
Ralph Kercheval, manager of Sagamore 
Farm, Mr. Alfred Vanderbilt’s Maryland 
establishment. 

An early morning trip to the track on 
Derby Day and a long conversation with 
Native Dancer convinced the two gentle- 
men that the horse was confident. Mr. 
Bill Winfrey, trainer, wouldn’t offer an 
opinion and Owner Vanderbilt was making 
no claims. He was just hoping. 

The shadow of catastrophe did not 
dim the sunshine of a fine May morning. 
There was no fearful feeling of impending 
disaster, because the Cause had not yet 
been created. 

Happily the two men from Maryland 
returned to their hotel room for a brief 
rest before the Derby. While they were 
relaxing and enjoying their tranquilizers, 
a knock was heard at the door. 


Fate Walks In 
Mr. Kercheval arose, opened the door, 
and Fate walked in, Actually, it was Mr. 
Bryan Field, the gent who expected to 


tell the world - over the air waves - of 
Native Dancer’s exciting victory a few 
hours hence. 

Mr. Field did not know he was Fate 
and neither did Mr. Woods or Mr., 
Kercheval, or they would have slain him 
then and there, television or no television. 

All they saw was a pleasant, learned 
gent who can keep track of what's going 
on in a horserace. 

They chatted for awhile, then left for 
the track, little realizing that the Cause 
came into existence with their departure. 
The shadow of catastrophe fell upon them 
as they left. Mr. Woods says that the 
fearful feeling of impending disaster chill- 
ed him as he passed out of the room, 
but, at the time, he attributed it to some- 
thing he ate, 

Hours later, Mr. Woods and Mr. Ker- 
cheval returned to the hotel. They tried 
to comfort each other with observations 
like, ‘‘it was only a horserace; it wasn’t 
a matter of life and death,”’ knowing all 
the while that it was. 


The Cause 
When they entered the room, Mr. 
Kercheval glanced at the bed nearest 
the door, and gasped ‘‘Good heavens!” 
or some similar expression,

The 84th running of The Withers, $75, 
000 added, drew a field of thirteen 3- 
year-olds for Belmont’s mile classic 
Sat., May 23. Brookfield Farm’s Intention- 
ally waltzed to victory by three lengths 
over E, Dolce’s Manassa Mauler. H, B. 
Keck’s Bagdad was four and one-half 
lengths behind for third and Mrs. Ada 
L. Rice’s Rare Rice one and one-half 
lengths farther back for fourth money. 
Intentionally was clocked at 1.35 3/5 for 
the mile. 

The winner is a black colt by Intent- 
My Recipe, by Discovery, bred by his 
owners. E, I, Kelly was the trainer and 
M, Ycaza the rider. Intentionally banked 
$58,072.50 for his third victory out of 
five starts for 1959. He now has earned 
a total of $377,722.50. 


The Carter Handicap 
The 61st running of The Carter Handi- 


cap drew a field of nine handicappers on 
Wed,, May 20, at Belmont Park. It was 
a handicap stakes with $50,000 added for 
the seven furlongs stint. M. N. Goodwin’s 
Jimmer took the lion’s share of the purse 
which was exactly $37,490. He defeated 
Howell E, Jackson’s Tick Tock by three- 
quarters of a length, Claiborne Farm’s 
Nadir was third and E, J, Potter, Jr.’s 
Plion fourth, The time was 1.22 2/5. 
Jimmer carried 108 pounds to Tick Tock’s 
122, This was his first victory out of five 
starts this year. 

Jimmer is a 4-year-old chestnut son 
of Bolero out the *Flushing II mare Our 
Bobbie, bred by Mrs. M, Crawford. F, E. 
Cundall trained Jimmer for his winning 
effort and jockey J. Ruane was in the 
irons. 


Garden State Park 

The 18th running of the Camden Handi- 
cap at Garden State Park, for 3-year-olds 
and up, drew six starters Sat., May 23. 
Piarulli and Brunetti’s Vertex was the 
odds on favorite. He was also assigned 131 
pounds by racing secretary and handicap- 
per M, C, Shea. Vertex carried the weight 
to win in style, finishing one and one- 
half length in front of W. M. Jeffords’ 
Piano Jim in the one and one-eighth mile 
fixture. His time was 1.51 over fast 
track, Elmendorf’s Day Court finished 
third, a neck in front of Mrs. Ada L, 
Rice’s Talent Show, but was disqualified 
for bumping Talent Show when jockey J, 
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Leonard lodged a foul. Day Court was 
placed fourth. 

Vertex is a 5-year-old horse by The 
Rhymer-Kenace, by Case Ace and was 
bred by one of his owner’s F, A, Piarulli, 
whose son, J. F, Piarulli trains: him, 
Sammy Boulmetis was the winning jockey. 
This was the fifth victory out of six 
starts for Vertex this year. The $34, 
972.50 he received for the Camden Handi- 
cap effort boosted his earnings for the 
year to $246,029.50. It makes it $454,274 
for his career. Nothing beats the owning 
of a stakes champion, especially one 
which is home bred. 


Cherry Hill Stakes 

Twelve 2-year-olds answered the bugle 
for the sixth running of The Cherry Hill 
Stakes at Garden State Park, Wed., May 
20th. It was a five furlongs allowance 
stakes with $15,000 added. Kennedy & 
Veale Stables’ Vital Force won in a 
driving finish one and one-quarter lengths 
over L, D, Fructman’s Bally Ache. Betty 
E, Casey’s Too Much Brass got the show 
money and Fairlawn Farm’s Fairlawn 
Rockey the short end of the purse. Vital 
Force was clocked at .59 1/5 for the 5 
furlongs over a fast track, 

Vital Force, a bay gelding, was sired 
by Degage out of the *Princequillo mare 
Vital, He was bred by Miss F, J. Shearer 
and is trained by Mrs. D. J. Kennedy. 
Jockey J. Sellers was in the saddle, Vital

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Adjacent Hunts Races 
Chris Wood, Jr. 


What started as agalaconclusion of the 
eastern agenda of hunt racing at the Blind 
Brook Turf and PoloClub, Purchase,N.Y., 
on Saturday, May 23, ended with a tragic 
note when starter Harold A, (Brud) Plumb 
dropped dead from a heart attack. Pre- 
paring to send away the field of 9 starters 
in the eastern season’s final race, the 
popular official was recalling a false start 
and as he shouted, ‘‘No, no,” he pitched 
forward, An immediate examination by the 
course physician revealed that hisdemise 
was instantaneous, 

Recently named as a steward for the 
forthcoming Monmouth Park meeting, the 
late official had been the starter on the 
eastern hunt racing circuit for the past 
decade. During this period he also served 
as a steward’s associate at Monmouth 
Park and the Atlantic City race course. 

Earlier in the day, and in excellent 
spirits, he sent away a field of 6 starters 
in the featured Adjacent Hunts Cup, a 2- 
mile hurdle handicap. Under a minumum 
weight of 130 pounds, composed mainly 
of Kenneth Field, Mrs. Jack Grabosky’s 
*Villena scored a 1/2 length decision over 
Mrs. G, H, Bostwick’s Fairfax. 

After leading over the Ist of 12 hurdles, 
*Villena dropped back to 4th in the field 
as Thaddeus R, Trout’s *Chicago 2nd 
took over command with Fairfax in close 
attendance. Unable to open on the small 
field, *Chicago 2nd faltered on approach- 
ing the final hurdle to be passed by Fair- 
fax and the rapidly-closing *Villena. Lead- 
ing the latter over the obstacle in front 
of thegrandstand by a head, Fairfax, 
under 153 pounds, could not withstand the 
lightly rigged mare, who got up to win 
in the final strides. Best of the balance, 
*Chicago 2nd was 3rd, a length behind 
Fairfax and 1 1/2 lengths to the good of 
Horace Moffett’s *Phalene. 

Favored to win his first start of the 
season over hurdles, F, Ambrose Clark’s 
Hannah’s Hill was Sth and Mrs. W, R. 
Harris’ *Esteco 2nd was a distanced 6th. 
Having captured the featured hurdle race 
at the recent Virginia Gold Cup meeting, 
the French-bred mare covered the two 
miles and 12 hurdles in 3:41 over firm 
turf to register her 2nd victory of the 
season. In winning the featured event on 
the annual Adjacent Hunts’ program, *Vil- 
lena picked up a gross sum of $955 from 
the $1,500 purse. 


Deo Delight Wins 

The day of sport, which attracted a 
holiday-spirited gathering of over 6,000, 
opened with a 1 1/2 miles hurdle race 
for claimers. Ably handled by apprentice 
jockey L, Graham, F, Eugene Dixon, Jr’s 
Deo Delight surprised by scoring a head 
decision over Randolph D, Rouse’s 
Bloomin’ Ow! and a neck in front of Charles 
W. Stitzer’s Rythmn Master. Tiring at the 
conclusion, after leading in the early 


stages, Fairview Farms’ WeeScholar was 
the only other member of the original 
field of 7 to finish. 

Mishaps were brought off early as E, 
DeLong Bowman’s After Six ran through 
the wing of the lst hurdle and the Saxon 
Woods Stable’s John Gunner departed the 
course after the 2nd hurdle. The latter 
headed for the outer fence and Evan 
Jackson wisely bailed out before the 
erratic performer crashed through the 
snow-fence barrier. Neither of the un- 
fortunate riders suffered any injury. Mak- 
ing a debut over hurdles, Mrs. Walter M, 
Jeffords’ Bakht accounted for the 2nd 
event, a 1 3/4 miles test over 10 of the 
lesser obstacles. Taking command over 
the initial hurdle, Bakht disposed of Joseph 
A. Hale’s *Allan Adale after six hurdles, 
only to be challenged by Miss E, R, 
Sears’ *Mizban. Responding to James 
Murphy, Bakht ran a very game race to 
win by a length with *Mizban a 1/2 length 
in front of Mighty Lea at the conclusion. 
Amateur rider, Crompton Smith, Jr., 
Mighty Lea’s pilot, failed to weigh in, 
causing his mount to be disqualified, This 
moved the 4th horse, *Allan Adale, into 
3rd money. Grabbing a foreleg during the 
running, the winner pulled up very lame 


J 
and will be out of training for a lengthy 
period, A time of 3:12 1/5 was posted. 

Favored to win his initial start at a 
hunt race meeting, C, Mahlon Kline’s 
*Bairam held on gamely to score by a 
head over Mrs. H, L, Nathenson’s *Blue 
Kashmir in the Fairfield and Westchester 
Plate, a l-mile turf test. Assuming com- 
mand after the Maplehurst Farms’ *Croc- 
An-Oir tired from a fast early pace, 
*Bairam withstood a stretch drive from 
*Blue Kashmir to win by a head, The 
latter was 3/4’s of a length better than 
F, Ambrose Clark’s Golden Circle, Edwin 
Deveau handled the winner, who negotiat- 
ed the ‘‘about” 1 mile trip in 1:41 3/5 
over very firm turf, 

Undefeated this season, *Trouble Mak- 
er 2nd, owned and trained by Nancy F, 
Sweet-Escott, made it 3 straight by win- 
ning the Fairfield Plate, a turf race over 
the | 1/8 miles distance. Ridden by Robert 
S. McDonald, who rode the gelding to win 
his 2 preceding races, *Trouble Maker 
2nd went to the front soon after the break 
and held his advantage for the balance of 
the race to win by a length. Best of the 
others in the field of 6 starters, Miss Mary 
A, Rumsey’s B-Day was 2nd, 2 1/2 lengths 
to the good of R, N, Carrier’s *Puchero 
2nd, In chalking up his 3rd_ straight 
triumph, *Trouble Maker 2nd was timed 
in 1:54,

‘Daddy! Daddyl*® | admit I was proud 
of the child at the moment, because not 
many two-year-olds can spot a racing 
paper on a small TV screen. 

But little Michael, who’s almost five, 
was one step ahead of his sister. ‘*That’s 
not supposed to be Daddy, Julie,”® said the 
genius. ‘‘Daddy reads the Morning 
Telegraph and that guy’s reading the 
Racing Form.” I beamed with parental 
pride and was about to send for my wife 
to show her the cultural advancements 
our little ones had made when the in- 
evitable happened. The cops came in and 
had it out with the horse-player, eventually 
carting him off to the hoosegow. 

My daughter cried when she saw them 
manhandle her father-image, but Michael 
reassured her by explaining that he must 
be a bad man because he reads a racing 
sheet. 

There’s obviously no hope left for me 
because my son has been so carefully 
indoctrinated that he believes horse- 
players are bums but it may not be too 
late to help other citizens who, like my- 
self are holiday racing fans. 

I intend to organize the horseplayers 
of America into a dynamic pressure group 
that will do everything in its power to 
bring public opinion back to our side. 
When one of us throws two bucks on a 
horse, at least 10 cents of the money goes 
to improving the roads in the various 
states. Things being the way they are, 
many of us cannot buy cars and therefore 
our contribution for the highways is pure- 
ly for the pleasure of the nonplayer. 
Yet we continue to givethe money willingly, 
and our reward is the scorn of the 
community and the shame of our 
youngsters.

In 
fact one of my spies claims that he saw 
Mr. Hoover at Charles Town in West 
Virginia one freezing winter day and that 
certainly qualifies the FBI chief as our 
leader.

Iroquois Hunt Race Meeting

The Iroquois races run May 9 at Warner 
Park, Nashville, Tenn., provided, as usual, 
a good afternoon of racing. This year’s 
runnings took place under good weather 
conditions, save for a very few light 
showers that barely dampened the turf, 
but unfortunately did nothing to soften the 
extremely hard going. Several horses 
suffered leg injuries and one, Randolph 
Rouse’s Repeat Mandate, broke his leg 
and was destroyed on the course, 

First sanctioned race to go off was 
The Frost at about two miles over brush 
and was a popular win for Arbywood 
Stable’s Don’s Gold, ably ridden by the 
same man who trains him, Mr. Alan Dufton, 
Harry Rhett’s Pretty Free and the win- 
ner went head and head the first mile but 
Pretty Free then began fading badly and 
dropped back to fourth in the four horse 
field. Forrest’s Goal with owner-rider 
C.C, Adams up then took up the chase, as 
did Orestes Kid under Ned Bonnie. How- 
ever, neither of them could collarthe win- 
ner, though getting to within a length of 
him three fences from home. From here 
on Don’s Gold gradually drew out to win 
from Forrest’s Goal by seven lengths. 
Another seven back came Orestes Kid, 
showing definite signs of hurting from the 
hard going, and another two lengths backto 
Pretty Free. 


Timber Race 

The Hillsboro Hounds Timber Race at 
about three miles looked like a good race 
on paper, but did not live up to expecta- 
tions. In it were the veterans Jamaica 
Boy and Mary March as well as Litigate, 
with one second to his credit in the same 
race in the past as well as a good record 
at the point-to-points. The field was re- 
duced from six to four at the second fence 
when Rahe lost his new owner-rider 
Clarence Short by hitting the fence solid- 
ly and Mary March did something not en- 
tirely understood by anybody and landed 
astraddle of the fence. Rider George Sloan 
dismounted and finally was able to diseng- 
age the good little mare from the fence. 
Jamaica Boy was leading at this point 
as he had from the start and as, indeed, 
he did for the entire running. Nicely 
handled by Carl Meister, Jr., Jamaica 
Boy’s only competition was provided by 
Litigate with Ned Bonnie up, the pair 
gamely hanging onto the winner, though 
not going nearly as easily nor jumping 
nearly as well. Driving hard at the next to 
last and only two lengths behind the winner, 
Litigate hit the fence hard and lost his 
rider, Jamaica Boy galloped in the winner 
by a tremendous margin. Sugar Hill and 
Charlie Brown (this is a horse) completed 
the field, Nothing of the above is intended 
to detract from Jamaica Boy. He is an 
excellent and game performer and always 
has been, This year for the first time he 


is being trained by his owner, Burford 
Danner. Much credit is due Mr. Danner and 
there is more to follow. 

Only three went out for The Truxton 
Purse, a one mile turf event. Owner- 
rider Guilford Dudley, Jr., on Merecido 
got away from the flag on top and at once 
began opening up daylight. At the half 
Merecido was twelve lengths ahead of 
Baron Ford and Flight Annee, who ran 
as a pair all the way. Around the turn 
and into the stretch Merecido was still 
leading, though Alan Dufton on Baron 
Ford and Willie Turner on Flight Annee 
were beginning to move and shortening 
the gap. They gradually wore down Mere- 
cido in the stretch and in a blanket finish 
under a good finishing ride Baron Ford 
emerged the winner by a neck over Flight 
Annee, who was two lengths ahead of 
Merecido. This gave rider Alan Dufton 
a well-deserved double victory for the day. 


Iroquois Memorial 

In the featured Iroquois Memorial 
Steeplechase, ‘‘approximately 3 miles over 
turf and 18 jumps”, (these ‘*jumps” are 
brush) there were ten starters. There 
were a few horses in it who were over- 
looked and two of these happened to finish 
first and second, The first was Burford 
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Danner’s Ambition and the second was 
P, T. Cheff’s Tuna Pal. Tuna Pal’s race 
was remarkable, not only in that it was a 
very fine effort but that this effort was 
turned in by a five-year-old who had never 
started over any kind of fences before in 
his life. He made the early running with 
Port Call and when Port Call broke down 
after the twelfth fence he continued to stay 
at the front. Bill Braemer conditions this 
good little horse at Tryon, N.C, and it is 
the only ‘chaser in his barn, C.C, Adams 
did the riding. 

To get back to the running of the race, 
Tuna Pal looked the winner as he continued 
to show the way from the twelfth fence 
all the way to the eighteenth and final 
fence but things were happening behind 
him and his tremendous effort showed in 
the final strides. Carl Meister on Burford 
Danner’s Ambition began moving gradually 
three fences out, to make a bid for the 
front. He had never been worse than fourth, 
Also, Another Hyacinth, who had been 
forward placed throughout, moved with 
him but the hard going began telling on 
Another Hyacinth and he hung in the third 
slot, from the final turn to the wire. 
Ambition, however, continued his run at 
Tuna Pal and in a driving finish got up 
to win the race by three quarters of a 
length. Another Hyacinth hung on by five 
lengths for third, 

Ambition, like his stablemate Jamaica 
Boy, is owned and trained by Burford

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Steeplechasing at Belmont 
(May 11 - May15)

Registering his sixth consecutive vic- 
tory, Miss Patrice Jacobs’ Basil Bee 
entered the stakes class at Belmont on 
Thursday, May 14th, to score a very con- 
vincing victory in the 61st running of the 
International Steeplechase Handicap. 
Carrying 151 lbs., and ridden by Bob 
McDonald, who guided him in his previous 
wins, Basil Bee followed the pacesetting 
Chambourg for about a turn of the field. 
At the ninth jump, the latter made a 
serious bobble throwing Jimmy Murphy 
up on his neck, and causing him to lose 
his irons. Displaying a skilled exhibition 
of horsemanship, Murphy regained his 
seat, but in the process, his six length 
lead was halved, Over the two succeed- 
ing fences on the back side, McDonald 
confidently moved his mount closer, and 
he lapped Chambourg as they started 
around the turn, Heading the Mellon fencer, 
Basil Bee moved into a narrow lead mid- 
way around, then increased his margin 
at the final fence to a length and a half, 
Through the stretch he widened his lead 
and was finally taken in hand by Mc- 
Donald, with the pair clearing the finish 
four lengths on top. Independence and 
Tommy Walsh headed the tiring Cham- 
bourg for the place award after running 
in third position most of the way. Seven 
lengths further back, *Arywa was fourth, 
with *Darubini and Shipboard completing 
the field in that Order. The latter trailed 
for the entire two miles and an eighth, 
and showed little inclination to extend 
himself during the running. 

Basil Bee by *Basileus 2nd, out of the 
Omaha mare, Lindie Bee was bred by the 
Bieber-Jacobs stable, and is trained by 
Hirsch Jacobs, father of the owner. Now 
a seven-year-old, Basil Bee got his early 
jumping experience at two and three at 
Middleburg, Va., in the hands of Jack 
Skinner. Perennial shin trouble adversely 
affected his racing career until last fall, 
although he defeated Carafar back in 1956, 
When Patrice Jacobs attained her majority 
in April 1958, her father made her a gift 
of Basil Bee. Nothing very exciting happen- 
ed until early October when the *Basileus 
2nd gelding scored five wins in quick 
succession over hurdles and brush, his 
last victory being in the Monmouth County 
Gold Cup at Red Bank in a driving rain 
over a soggy course. His victory in the 
International was also run over a course 
soaked by rain the day previously, the 
time of 4:06 2/5 comparing with the 
record of 3:57 3/5. However, Basil Bee 
ran and jumped in a manner which in- 
dicates he will be a factor in brush 
‘fixtures from now on, 


Opening Race 
Mrs. Henry Obre, trainer Jack Bosley 
and jockey Kenny Field opened the major 
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track season with successive wins. On 
Monday, Royal Clipper bested a field of 
twelve maidens at a mile and a half, over 
hurdles; with a three-year-old, Air Delight 
in the place position, followed by Shield 
Bearer and Tearmunn, The field was off to 
an even start with half a dozen noses and 
heads apart on the head end. Tearmunn 
and Air Delight alternated in front for 
about a turn of the course. Going down 
the far side the last time, Shield Bearer 
made a bid for the lead, but was over- 
taken by the eventual winner, which then 
went on to win by four lenths. Air Delight 
came on well at the end and also passed 
Shield Bearer after the latter had bobbled 
at the next to the last hurdle. 

The following day Hustle scored very 
convincingly at the mile and seveneighths 
distance over hurdles. Taking command 
shortly after the start, Field kept the 
*Daumier-Morning four-year-old on the 
pace all the way, easily disposing of bids 
from others in the field, to win gallop- 
ing by seven lengths. Norman P. Bate’s 
Debater, ran surprisingly well for his 
first effort over hurdles tobestthe others, 
with Parapet and *Le Bluizard third and 
fourth in that order, The latter ran well, 
and might have been closer with better 
fencing. 


Walrus Wins 

On Wednesday seven brush horses 
went postward in The Adaptable Steeple- 
chase at twomiles and aneighth, and jump- 
ing faults played a large part inthe result. 
Mrs. Ogden Phipps’ Punctuality with Joe 
Aitcheson made most of the pace, leading 
his field by several lengths, until the last 
jump on the front side the first time. At 
this fence, a bad landing caused his rider 
to go up over his head and lose his irons. 
Rotal and *Duc de Richmond moved along- 
side briefly, but after getting settled 
Punctuality regained the lead. Going down 
the backside, *Duc de Richmond bobbled 
over the eleventh, and Mrs. T. A. 
Randolph’s Walrus with Jimmy Murphy 
moved into contention, Around the last 
turn, the two Smithwick trained jumpers, 
Punctuality and Walrus, drew out from the 
others and made a tight contest of it. The 
former still led over the final jump, but 
in the run in the flat, Walrus responded 
to pressure to win by a length. It was ten 
lengths back to *Duc de Richmond for 
third, with Rotal half a length away in 
fourth position. Romeo finished a distant 
fifth, showing little throughout the running, 
with Ballybrittas sixth and last to finish 
after Allan Adale fell. Time for the 
distance was a very modest 4:09 2/5. 

Final race of the week was a claim- 
ing hurdle on Friday, which drew 10 horses 
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Danner. You will note he was ridden by 
Carl Meister who had, earlier in the day, 
piloted Jamaica Boy to victory. This was 
Ambition’s third Iroquois attempt. In 1956 
he was given an unnecessarily hard try 
for a horse that had a chancy leg at the 
time and broke down, In 1958 he was over- 
trained and finished last. This year his 
owner took over the training of the horse 
with gratifying results. 

Besides Ambition, Tuna Pal and 
Another Hyacinth there were seven other 
starters, including Tom Satterwhite’s 
Silver Breeze, Under Ned Bonnie, he turn- 
ed in evenand game effort to finish fourth, 
in spite of the fact that he pulled up bad- 
ly broken down, He was beaten only a half 
length for third by Another Hyacinth. In 
the wake were, in this order, Secant 
(leased for the race by Nashville sports- 
man Jack Denis), Supholaz and Here's 
Why. Port Call, as afore mentioned, broke 
down at the twelfth fence while contend- 
ing the lead with Tuna Pal. Local Runlost 
his rider at the tenth while going well, 
though running off the pace. Repeate Mand- 
ate broke a foreleg at the fourteenth while 
running last and was destroyed, 

Three unsanctioned races filled out the 
day. Holly Anderson won the little pony 
race on Chico, an exceptionally nice pony. 
Diana McCormick won the big pony race on 
Chugalug and Mrs. Robin Weir won the 
ladies race on Fleet Decor from a field 
of fourteen others.

Chronicle Cover 


About his work Robert Lougheed 
writes: - ‘‘Essentially I am an outdoor 
painter. Much work must be done in the 
studio, of course, but, from my point of 
view, the foundation of all worth-while 
painting is the work done directly from 
nature - the only real source of in- 
spiration, Without frequent return to it, 
invention dries up and in my own case I 
am sure my quarter horses and other 
breeds would soon lose their individuality 
and all would become simply Lougheeds. 

**I use every available means to pro- 
duce a good picture - mechanical or 
otherwise. Cameras, for instance, are 
handy for quick notes, though I consider 
them a very inadequate subtitute for 
painting records. Virtually all my finish- 
ed animal pictures are developed from 
colored studies painted from life, in oil, 
on illustration board in 8-x-10 or 12-x-16 
sizes. Canvas slows me, If time permits 
I work only from life, but four sketch- 
paintings are usually all I can do in a 
day. So, on a trip, I must augment my 
notes with photos, much as I dislike to 
work from them, I consider one oil study 
to be more valuable than a score of 
photos. 

“In making these color notes from 
life, I usually prepare a very small 
simple pencil plan first to show me just 
what I am to include. Then I start draw- 
ing, in line, with a brush and thin trans- 
parent paint, frequently terre verte or 
raw sienna. Next I paint in the masses 
flatly, following the middle value of the 
local colors. A bay horse, for instance, 
would be rendered in raw sienna. I plan 
to allow these foundation colors to show 
through my later brushwork, The darkest 
darks and the lightest lights are added 
next. I now begin modeling or building 
my animal, and I mean this quiet literally, 
for the weight and bulk of the best must 
be captured and incorporated in the pic- 
ture. This quality of substantiality is as 
important as the chiaroscuro. Never do 
I start these direct sketches with charcoal, 
for this would limit the painting flexibility 
needed to depict moving figures. 

**In addition to the oil studies I also 
prepare, in the field, pencil layouts for 
any complete compositions that may be 
suggested to me amd also many photos 
which, you will understand, I consider 
valuable only for action or detail. Of 
the photos, the black-and-whites are the 
more helpful. I distrust color photos as 
being seldom truthful chromatically, but 
helpful to a degree. 

“On one occasion, before sun-up, I 
set up on stand in a moose neighborhood 
and waited, and saw these huge beasts 
feed right up into my vicinity without 
detecting or resenting my presence, large- 
ly perhaps because for such occasions 
I wear drab clothes that match the land- 
scape. In Wyoming I once had five moose 
before me at one time alternately graz- 


ing and calmly appraising me. One must 
get out of the studiol Inspirational material 
such as this can be garnered nowhere 
except in the forest itself. To record it 
quickly, one must use a light kit which 
can be moved easily as the animals are 
followed, I use a compact tripod and box, 
and I always stand up to paint. Time may 
not be wasted in the field, and I must 
emphasize that to get results the artist 
must decide quickly just what he wants 
to record and stick to that objective. To 
deviate insures failure. 

*‘Painting a studio picture, a com- 
mission or any finished composition, I 
begin with a new, small layout in pencil, 
Sometimes a great many are made. When 
I have exactly the pattern desired I repro- 
duce it in full size, in unfixed charcoal, 
on the canvas or panel. This is frequently 
done by blowing up the sketch and making 
the transfer by tracing, for in this paint- 
ing there will be nodeviation from pattern. 
Now again I begin drawing with the brush 
and thin color, inline, as already mention-

ed - the color meanwhile disposing of the 
charcoal. If feasible, when the paint- 
drawing is done, I carry the canvas out- 
doors to the original scene and model 
and complete the painting there. My most 
successful pictures have been developed 
that way. In the studio I have a tendency 
to over-detail the work, while outdoors 
I always work more simply. Nature offers 
lighting effects that can never be concoct- 
ed in a studio, and she gives an unlimit- 
ed amount of detail from which one may 
select what he likes. With all this aid 
at his fingertips, an artist still has to 
think out and create his own picture if it 
is to be one of importance. At any time, 
without models, I could paint a horse, 
fox, cow or other animal that would 
satisfy most customers. I would insert a 
lot of detail when I should be painting 
an over-all horse or whatever I am 
depicting. This ‘over-all’ impression is

very important and must never be lost 
despite the later ‘refining’ that may be 
added.”

Correlation, winner of the 1954 Florida

covered a full book of 25 mares in 1958, 
got 21 in foal, two slipped, the other 19 
checked in with a group of unusually rug- 
ged youngsters, most of them in the hand- 
some image of their sire. 


CALIFORNIA 


AUSTRALIA‘S GREATEST FILLY 
Australia’s greatest money winning 
filly, Wiggle, recently arrived in this 
country and is currently at the Laguna 
Seca Ranch at Monterey, California. As 
a two-year-old she won Australia’s richest 
sprint, the Stradbroke Handicap at seven 
furlongs, the first filly ever to win the 
event, beating the best colts of her year. 
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PAYOFF SPEED 

A speeded - up mutuel payoff operation 
will be inaugurated at Delaware Park for 
the 50-day Thoroughbred race meeting 
opening on May 29 by the use of a private 
line teletype system between the master 
transmitting point and 13 mutuel depart- 
ment elements. The system, first of its 
type at a major race course, will result 
in a saving of two minutes in cashing of 
winning tickets. 

A detailed study of the new clubhouse 
facilities and grandstand mutuel divisions 
was made by Robert F, Stigler, commun- 
ications consultant for the Diamond State 
Telephone Co., and the closed circuit 
teletype system recommended as the most 
expedient method, 

The transmitter teletype will be lo- 
cated in the calculating room, “*brain 
center” of the mutuels department, and 
payoff prices will be disseminated by one 
person. The payoff prices will be received 
simultaneously at 13 teletype stations and 
relayed to the appropriate cashiers. 

The use of the typewritten word and 
figure in large gothic typeface reduces to 
a minimum the margin of error, Hereto- 
fore several persons telephoned payoff 
prices to the various mutuel units result- 
ing in a time loss and also multiplying 
the human element and risk of misunder- 
standing the spoken word, 

An emergency ‘‘backup”’ protective 
telephone hookup from the master station 
to the 13 mutuel elements implements the 
teletype system. In the event of a break- 
down of the teletype system the closed 
telephone circuit is available. The emer- 
gency system is controlled at the master 
station by one person who is able to con- 
tact the 13 mutuel units either simultan- 
eously or by any combination as the nec- 
essity dictates. The telephone circuit 
is limited to the mutuels department and 
completely divorced from other commun- 
ications systems. 


NO FLORIDA NIGHT RACING 

The Florida Racing Commission has 
rejected the application of Saul Silber- 
man, president of Tropical Park to hold 
night horse racing at that track. Opposing 
the application were spokesmen re- 
presenting Jai Alai, greyhound racing, 
movies and the church. 


DR, HERB 

Dr. Herb (Buy and Sell - Sensme, by 
Roman), winner of the Maryland Derby, 
according to the Morning Telegraph stands 
only 14 hands and weighs approximately 
800 pounds.

Writing in ‘*The Morning Telegraph’’, 
columnist Chuck Connors reports “ John 
W. Hanes, president of the New York 
Racing Association, has been seeking 
means for some time to ease the stable 
shortage at the Long Island tracks. He 
and associates have searched Long Island 
as far east as Smithtown and from the 
north to the south shores in quest of 
acreage on which to construct a steeple- 
chase headquarters, The site, if acquired, 
will be equipped with a schooling course, 
stables, loading platforms, dormitories 
and kitchen. Steeplechase and hurdle 
horses will be centered there during the 
summer and fall, when racing is con- 
ducted at Belmont Park and Aqueduct. 
It also can be pressed into service, as 
an emergency stop, for horses vanned to 
Belmont for overnight engagements. 

“*Hanes said that several sites had 
been located, but when the purpose was 
made known, zoning laws interfered. Hanes 
agrees that New York has an acute short- 
age of stalls. While the situation will 
be eased with the opening of Aqueduct 
this fall, there still will not be enough, 
judging by the applications on file. New 
York at present has accommodations for 
2200 horses at Belmont Park and Jamaica. 
The new Aqueduct will accommodate 500 
more. This is far below the stable room 
at Miami - Hialeah has 1,250 stalls, 
Gulfstream 900 and Tropical Park 1,000 - 
a total of 3,150. However, Miami, unlike 
New York, is not shackled by ordinances 
governing the construction of stables and 
facilities can be expanded at will, 

*“Steeplechase men discussing the pro- 
posed center, voiced objections. Their 
chief point was that, under the proposed 
plan they would be required to split 
their stables, leaving the flat horses at 
Belmont and the jumpers at the center, 
thus doubling the overhead expense. Many 
owners who prefer steeplechasing to flat 
racing, carry half a dozen or so non- 
jumpers, the flat horses to be converted 
into steeplechasers or hurdlers. In the 
latter classification, they double inbrass, 
leap over hurdles and race on the flat. 
This would provide a stay of grace from 
vanning the hurdler to the steeplechase 
center.””

Punchestown 


I believe 1960 will see a new-look 
Punchestown, Already the blueprint of a 
new fence course exists, and it is proposed 
that next year there will be a three-day 
meeting with at least 14 races, Four 
chases, park style, will be run over the 
new course. Previous attempts to in- 
corporate a bush fence course started a 
bitter controversy among the Kildare Hunt 
members. Point-to-Point and Hunting en- 
thusiasts, headed by the late Master 
Michael Beaumont, strongly objected to 
any alteration to the famous old course, 
But the progressives will almost certain- 
ly now have their way; they point to de- 
clining entries and lack of quality, a 
position that must be corrected, they say, 
if Punchestown is to survive. The com- 
promise arrangement, tentatively agreed 
on by most members, will see both old 
and new on Punchestowns of the future, 

This year we have excellent sport, 
Point-to-Point fashion. Although none of 
the top chasers competed over the walls 
and banks a huge crowd enjoyed them- 
selves. We saw a one-eyed horse, One 
Eyed Gunner, a five shilling purchase, 
win chases on successive days; a tailess 
horse outstay and outpace his rivals to 
win the centre piece, the valuable Conyng- 
ham Cup, over 4 miles, with an added 
1,000 Pounds as prize money. This was 
Take Time, an 8-year-old by Grand In- 
quisitor-McKeogh’s Girl, carrying 153 
pounds. He had capital assistance in the 
saddle from E. P. Harty and they wonim- 
pressively from a very big, if undis- 
tinguished, field.

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Camargo Hunt Point-to-Point

Camargo held its annual point-to- 
point races on April 25, at MFH John 
Clippinger’s Farm in Indian Hill Village 
(near Cincinnati), Ohio. For the third 
time in a dozen years, the ‘‘Weather 
Clear - Track Fast’’ sign was out. Snow 
shoes, parkas, hip boots, etc., were left 
at home. Turf was firm, and horses ran 
on top of it - not through it. An out-of- 
towner was overheard saying, ‘‘I like 
that horse with the three white stockings.” 
The same statement in ‘S57 would have 
created mumblings about “‘extra-sensory 
perception,” ‘‘X-Ray vision,” and so on, 
It was a far cry from the day thata 
black and white pinto pony at the start 
was announced as a “‘bay”’ at the finish. 
Here we were in shirtsleeves, our ankles 
dry, excitedly watching some very close 
races that were hotly contested right up 
to the finish. 

The course for the Camargo and the 
Four Winds was 2 3/4 laps over anirreg- 
ularly shaped mile layout. 

The Camargo ~ For the first time in 
its history, the Camargo was run with 
only local entries. Lexington, Louisville 
and Columbus were conspicuous by their 
absence. Greatly missed was Mr. S. L. 
Reinhardt’s Expedient, winner in ‘57 and 
‘58, who injured himself at the Iroquois 
meet on April 4, and missed a chance 
to retire the trophy. The race was won by 
Litigate, owned and ridden by Carl Berger, 
who three weeks earlier had taken the 
measure of Expedient and others in Lex- 
ington. Second was Bunbeg, jointly owned 
by John Clippinger and Louis Prince, and 
ridden by the latter. The third starter, 
Sir Winston, with owner-rider Paul Steer 
aboard, fell at the 14th jump and did not 
finish. 

Litigate held back off the pace for the 
first lap, moved up to the leaders during 
the second, passed tiring Sir Winston at the 
mid-point, pressed Bunbeg to the last 
fence, then drew clear by a length under 
brisk urging in the final drive. Bunbeg 
periodically exchanged leads with Sir 
Winston for 1 1/2 laps while saving ground 
on the tight turns, was never under real 
pressure until challenged by Litigate, re- 
sponded gamely when called on, but could 
not quite match the winner. 

Sir Winston forced the pace at every 
opportunity, but never could get a clear 
advantage. He then tired and fell hard at 
the 14th. ‘*Pete” Steer, riding with his 
left foot still in a bandage from a hunting 


injury in Ireland, got a well-deserved 
cheer for a very gallant try when he re- 
mounted and rode back to the finish line. 

Four Winds (heavyweight division) - 
The three owner-riders who contested this 
exciting race were, in order of finishing: 
Louis Prince on Sugar Hill, MFH John 
Clippinger and Donegal, and Howard 
Carlisle with My Louise. All are from 
Camargo, 

Sugar Hill, under fine control, let 
Donegal have a 1 to 5 length advantage 
in the early running, gradually closed to 
take the last three jumps in his pocket, 
stuck at his throat latch for most of the 
run-in, then nailed him ten strides from 
home, to win by a neck, 

Donegal, fencing well, was allowed to 
cut out all the early pace, pulled clear at 
every challenge until the last one, and held 
on gamely before giving way just short of 
the wire. 

My Louise trailed badly for two full 
laps, then began gobbling ground and 
caught the surprised leaders at the upper 
beacon, jumped with them at the last 
coop, flatly refused to be shaken off in 
the drive, and crossed the finish a very 
close third. 

Four Winds (middleweight division) - 
The all-Camargo heavyweight division was 
followed by an equally close all-out-of- 
town Middleweight Division. Again, three 
owner-riders went to the post under 
starter Philip V. Schneider’s orders and 
finished as follows: Louisville’s Clarence 
(Bussy) Short on Rahe, Lexington’s Joe 
Mangione on Charlie Brown, and Louis- 
ville’s Judge Roscoe Dalton aboard 
Moranci. 

Rahe held back off the pace, was last 
at every fence, then begana sustained drive 
on the run-in that carried him to first 
place by a half length gained in the last 
sixteenth, under strong handling. 

Charlie Brown set the pace for two 
laps with Moranci jumping alongside, trad- 
ed leads with him on the third, got a 
nose in front on the run-in, then could 
not quite hold the winner. 

Moranci, making up in courage what he 
lacks in size, dogged the leader every 
step of the way, raced with the others 
through the stretch, and didn’t give up 
and didn’t give up and didn’t give up until 
told he finished third, This game little 
horse always gives a good account of 
himself no matter where he places - 
and so does his owner. (This pair won

handily in Lexington on April 4.) 

Louis Prince, Chairman of the Race 
Committee, had things well organized 
and running smoothly. E. J. (Buddy) Mack 
kept the crowd well-informed on the PA 
system. And, I hesitate to mention this - 
but a man with a gun at his head does not 
hesitate long - my wife did a wonderful 
job organizing the dinner dance that con- 
cluded the day’s festivities. 

The Gambler - This old fashioned 
pair race was a timed pace event with 
contestants seeking to come closest to 
the time made over the course by Lou 
Prince and Mrs. Mary Stephenson the day 
before. The pace was set to approximate 
a fast run, and covered the woods, fields, 
hills, and streams in the southeast part 
of Camargo’s hunting country. 

The winning pair, timed at only 15,2 
seconds slower than ideal, was Mrs. W. 
F, Hopkins on her Spade Rock, and Miss 
Ruth Harrison riding Mrs. Prince’s Bud- 
weiser. Second, and too slow by 16,3 
seconds were Mrs. John Wulsin on her 
Grey Rock and Charles Heekin with Corn 
Stalk. Mrs. Wulsin, who rode two trips, 
was also half of the third pair. She, on 
Warrior Gay, and her doctor husband on 
Flapjack were the leadoff pair; they en- 
countered the “hindering herd” in Faulk- 
ner’s pasture, blocking the first jump. 
(Actually, the cows have a right to their 
pasture, but they should be courteous

Potomac 
Point-to-Point Races 


On a wonderful new course which 
allowed perfect visibility for all the ex- 
cited spectators, the annual Point-to- 
Point Races of the Potomac Hunt were 
held on Saturday, April 18th, beginning at 
12:30 and lasting all afternoon, It was by 
far the most ambitious race program 
Potomac has seen in years and was thor- 
oughly appreciated by visitors and home- 
folk alike. Mr. Clayton Doing had his 
big day from start to finish. As Chair- 
man of the Point-to-Point Committee, 
Clayton has worked for months to design 
a course that would be challenging, but 
not unduly dangerous and which could pro- 
vide real interest in race riding. 

On the rolling acres of the Thomas 
Dowd’s beautiful farm, Belvedare, the 
races were laid out, point-to-point, so that 
all of each race could be seen by the 
more active viewer who could run from 
one rise to another and nearly all of it 
could be seen by the stationary type who 
didn’t want to move too far away from 
the open back of a hospitable station 
wagon, You can’t really ask for anything 
better than that. 

Actually, things were perfect all day. 
People in Potomac know that it’s always 
cold and windy on race days, but not 
this one; we know that some game fellow 
always breaks his leg, or worse, but not 
this one; we know that our riders never 
are disqualified for cutting a flag, but 
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this time was different. In the first race, 
1 1/2 miles on the flat, for gentlemen, 
Col. Bert de Nadaillac, after showing us 
how easily and gracefully races can be 
won, was disqualified for cutting a flag, 
as was Bill Carroll, a good second, giving 
the winner’s trophy to our Number 3 boy, 
Ray Norton, Jr., on Vesuvius. 

The next race, ‘‘Local Pony, Small’’ 
was a prime example of why we think 
that race riding has a great future in 
Potomac. Nine little ponies went to the 
starting flag, with nine little jockeys all 
eager to win, and all nine really flew 
over their flat course of 1/2 mile. When 
the dust had cleared away, it was Ricky 
Trunnel’s Scout out in front, with all 
participants looking as if it had been 
such fun they were ready to start over. 

Ray Little on Tattle Tale took the flat 
race for large ponies, and Sandra Haug 
with her Showpiece Penny won an excit- 
ing flat race for the local Junior Horse, 
both races with a large number of con- 
testants, closely run. When Sandra pulled 
up at the finish line, she confessed to her 
coach that she hadn’t followed instructions: 
**] didn’t beat him, Daddy, I was too 
scared.”” To which the obvious answer 
was, ‘You didn’t have to, honey’. 

The Bloody Mary Bowl, 2 1/2 miles 
over fences, for Junior members, will 
long be remembered as a really gruell- 
ing race for its riders - Ray Little on 
After Dark, Diane de Franceaux on Roman 
Candle, and Judy Bryant on Spooks. At 
one point, all three had missed the course 
and had to backtrack nearly 1/4 mile; 
after this, we had the unusual sight of 
seeing one rider rein in to ask the next 
if she was on the right course, Diane de 
Franceaux was the winner, and she and 
Ray gave everyone a real show for their 
money as they changed leads, recovered 
from clumsy jumps and raced down the 
stretch, When it was over, it was dis- 
covered that After Dark had twisted a 
shoe, probably on the second jump, and had 
run the race with this mangled piece of 
metal under his hoof. As Diane said when 
she dismounted at the close of the race, 
‘I’m pooped.” Mother Ada said, “‘Ditto 
for me.” Both Diane and Ray had won 
or placed in the flat races immediately

With over 70 horses entered, the 
annual Pebble Beach Hunter Trials, Com- 
bined Training and Dressage competitions, 
May 1-2-3, drew the largest entry toc 
date.

obedient but lacks impulsion and expres- 
sion at the moment. Ernie Simard’s two 
mounts are a pleasure to watch. Silver- 
ton is a lovely looking bay mare with 
great impulsionand brilliance - but lacking 
in reliability and steadiness on the bit. 
The handsome grey gelding Shamrock has 
very even gaits and is consistently near 
the top in his dressage. Bill Haggard’s 
new horse Troubador, ridden at this meet 
by Michael Plumb, has lots of presence 
and impulsion but does not yet give suf- 
ficiently in the jaw. Michael Page’s second 
horse, Fleet Captain, is a bit too green, 
having only recently gone into the squad. 

On Saturday the Hunter Trials and 
Combined Training test got underway. 
Saturday morning is always frantic, as 
many horses are cross-entered in hunter 
divisions and combined training. Three 
rings are in operation at once, two for 
dressage and one for hacking the hunters. 
Col. Hans Moeller of Los Altos judged 
in dressage ring No. 2 for the Junior 
Combined Training test, while Maj. Henri 
St. Cyr of Stockholm, Sweden officiated 
in Ring No, 1 for the open event. Hunter 
judges Tim Durant of Beverly Hills and 
Mrs. Charlotte Allen of Carmel presided 
over the hacking ring. 


Combined Training Test 

Interest in the open Combined Train- 
ing event was heightened by the entry of 
four teams - Pebble Beach, Oakland, San 
Francisco and Rancho San Fernando Rey 
(USET squad), With five horses going 
individually, this made a total entry of 
21, the largest yet for the event. Hunter 
divisions were also bigger than usual with 
ll entries in the Conformation Division, 
19 in the Working Division, 15 in Green 
Working and 17 in Junior Working. 

The Pebble Beach hunter divisions are 
run like a ‘‘4-phase’® event, with each 
division composed of a hacking class; a 
2-mile cross-country course with hunter 
type fences (shorter for junior and green); 
a course of fences inside the ring and a 
final 1/4-mile course around the outside 
of the ring. A certain value in points 
is designated for each of these classes 
and a championship is awarded to the 
high point winner in each division, The 
2-mile cross-country over the well known 
Bird Rock course is used both for the 
hunters and for the Combined Training 
test; however, a horse cross-entered in 
both divisions negotiates the course only 
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once and is judged simultaneously by the 
Combined Training judges and the hunter 
judges. 

AHSA Dressage Test A-3 was used for 
the open Combined Training and at the end 
of this phase, Rancho San Fernanco Rey 
was well in the lead with the amazing 
low score of its three best rides at minus 
56, 70 points ahead of second place Pebble 
Beach with minus 126. The seven USET 
horses entered in the event occupied the 
placings of 1, 2, equal 3rd, 6, 7, 8 and 
14 in the dressage standings out of the 
21 horses entered. The two ‘‘outsiders” 
who sneaked in near the top were both 
Pony Clubbers - 16-year-old Claudia 
Frisbie of Pebble Beach riding Next 
Chance was equal third with Troubador 
and 15-year-old Sherrel Burwell of Soquel 
placed fifth with her Foxfire. 

In the afternoon, all activities moved 
to the Bird Rock course which parallels 
the blue Pacific for over a mile. The 
two-mile course over mostly aikens and 
log panels, with two ditches and a rock 
bank in-and-out over a road, is admitted- 
ly a hunter course and not any kind of a 
test for a combined training horse. How- 
ever, this particular 3-phase event has 
always opened the season and has pur- 
posely retained its modest requirements 
as a suitable introduction to the sport 
for newcomers, 


Plumb And Page Stray 

Most of the Combined Training horses 
had clear rounds and it is probable 
that little or no change would have taken 
place in the team standings if the un- 
expected had not happened - Michael Plumb 
went off course with both of his mounts - 
The Lark and Troubador - and Michael 
Page went off course with The Grass- 
hopper, thus eliminating the San Fernando 
Rey Team! The San Francisco and Oak- 
land teams were also washed out in this 
phase through falls, overtime, etc., leav- 
ing the competition entirely to the Pebble 
Beach team - if they could come through 
the stadium jumping intact!

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Camille Stahl’s grey Thoroughbred mare 
Miss Butch (also a member of the Pebble 
Beach Team) put in her usual beautiful 
performance, so even and big striding that 
it almost looks slow, to win the class. In 
the Working division, Los Altos Hunt field- 
master Dick Decker and his bay mare Miss 
Jorrocks are always hard to beat and no 
one did this year, though Ernie Simard and 
Shamrock were a close second. In the 
Green division Michael Plumb and Trouba- 
dor galloped the course in fine style to win 
the class. Junior Hunters award went to 
Miss Lynn Gamble on her eye-catching 
Appleseed. 

Sunday’s activities all centered around 
the large jumping ring adjacent to the 
Pebble Beach Stables where the remain- 
ing two hunter classes are contested as 
well as stadium jumping of the Combined 
Training divisions and sundry equitation 
classes. In the morning on the course in- 
side the ring, Miss Butch again demon- 
strated her smooth, effortless way of going 
to win the class. Although in the afternoon 
she was placed second to the brilliant 
Silverton, the Conformation Hunter crown 
was decisively hers, with Silverton as 
Reserve. In the Working division, Miss 
Jorrocks, who is much happier under 
hunting field conditions ran into some 
trouble in the ring and was nosed out of 
the championship by Shamrock, The Green 
division was hotly contested throughout by 
Michael Plumb on Troubador and Michael 
Page on Fleet Captain. Troubador won the 
hack class and the Bird Rock course and 
was second to Fleet Captain in both classes 
on Sunday, which earned him the Green 
Working Championship, with stablemate 
Fleet Captain in Reserve. 

The Junior working division was won 
most impressively by Miss Gamble and 
Appleseed, A fourth in the hack class was 
the lowest placing this horse received in 
the entire competition, having won the 
Bird Rock event, the inside course and 
placing second on the outside ring course. 


Galvin Dressage Exhibition 
At 11:00 AM, all interest centered 
around the main dressage ring where 
Miss Trish Galvin rode the Grand Prix 
Dressage test with her two horses, Rath 
Patrick and Le Marquis. As far as we 


know, to date Miss Galvin is the only one 
in California doing Grand Prix dressage 
competitions to have her appear and do the 
“*big test."” Her two horses are as different 
as two horses could be - Rath Patrick, a 
big hunter type with a wonderful walk and 
excellent, free gallop changes, and Le 
Marquis, amore recent acquisition, small, 
lightly built, full of animation and very 
sensitive. He and his rider have not yet 
reached a sufficient understanding for a 
smooth production of the test. Miss Galvin 
scored higher with Rath Patrick and 
therefore, with him, gave an exhibition in 
the jumping ring for the Sunday afternoon 
audience, 

The three days of competition ended 
with the exciting stadium jumping of the 
Combined Training tests. The course for 
the juniors was well within their ability, 
with most of the horses going clean. This 
division was won by Miss Susan Osborne 
on her pleasing little ex-polo pony, Beverly, 
with Virginia von Hasseln riding Pebble 
Beach Stable’s Small Black for the Re- 
serve. As a matter of interest, all four 
places were won by Pony Club members, 
representing the Pebble Beach Pony Club, 
Fresno and Santa Cruz, 


Open Competition 

The course for the open competition 
was by far the hardest phase of the entire 
competition. Though the fences were not 
to exceed 3°6” in height, they presented 
some real problems and no horse com- 
pleted the course without fault. Much time 
could be lost on the turns, and time could 
also be made up - and was - in several 
places by a heady rider. One of the ob- 
stacles was a jump onto a 3° hexagonal 
bank and off again over a pole placed a 
couple of feet away from the bank and a 
foot or so higher. After an about turn, 
this was followed by a difficult in-and- 
out, the first element of which was a water 
ditch with a post and rails on the far side 
of it - two strides - and then a broad 
oxer-type obstacle, which in turn was fol- 
lowed only a few strides further by the 
water jump. Many of the horses hesitated 
in front of the first element of the in- 
and-out just sufficiently to lose all momen- 
tum for the second broad element, where 
they faulted by knocking off the farthest 


pole. Only four horses cleared the water 


without fault. Overriding caused the horses 
to take off to early, thereby dropping a 
hind foot into the water. This obstacle 
was followed, after a change in direction, 
by a jump into a pen, an about turn, and 
out again on the same side, It was in- 
teresting that the top scoring horses in 
dressage did the best job in the pen, 
making their turns without ever losing 
the gallop pace. 

At the conclusion of this exciting class, 
individual Combined Training Champion 
was Rancho San Fernando Rey’s Sham- 
rock, ridden by Ernie Simard, This horse 
having just been crowned Working Hunter 
champion, was ample proof that a good 3- 
day horse should come from the hunter 
ranks, San Pedro, ridden by Walter Staley 
was second in the event with Silverton 
third and Next Chance fourth, Team honors 
went to the sole survivors - the Pebble 
Beach Team.

PAN AMERICAN PENTATHLON 

The Pentathlon Event at the Pan Ameri- 
can Games will be held from August 30th 
to Septernber 3rd. Five events include: a 
5,000-meter ride over an obstacle-studded 
course; fencing with combat swords; pistol 
shooting at a silhouette target at 25 meters; 
free style swimming over a 300-meter 
distance; and a cross-country run over a 
4,000-meter course. Since early this year, 
40 horses have been in training at Fort 
Sam Houston near San Antonio, Texas, for 
the riding event. Riders on the competing 
teams will draw for individual mounts 
just prior to the riding competition, En- 
tries are limited to three men and one 
substitute per country.

The 5,000- 
meter riding event will take place at Arl- 
ington Farms, Libertyville, Ill., north of 
Chicago, over a course containing up to 
25 obstacles. Incidentally, the same course 
will be used for the cross-country run, 
The riding event will be held at 2:15 p.m.

Sunnyfield 
Dressage Forum 


A forum for dressage judges was held 
at Mr. and Mrs. Allen McIntosh’s Sunny- 
field Farm, Bedford, N. Y., on Saturday, 
April llth. The clinic was conducted by 
the chief instructor at Sunnyfield, Richard 
Watjen. Mr. Watjen proceeded to illustrate 
in practice the theories set forth in his 
admirable book on dressage which, after 
going through five editions in German, 
has recently been published by J. A, Allen, 
of London, in an English transiation and is 
now available in this country. 

The morning was devoted to the ex- 
hibition of a series of horses illustrating 
the various stages of training. The first 
to be shown was the Thoroughbred stal- 
lion War Hawk, a horse bought off. the 
track less than six months ago. He was 
first shown by Mr. Watjen on a lunge rein 
at walk, trot and canter, in which paces 
he was relaxed and balanced, showing good 
cadence and rhythm. He was then ridden

by Henry Walter, one of the instructors 
at Sunnyfield. Emphasis was placed on 
forward impulsion at all paces. 

Next to be shown was Miss Lana du- 
Pont’s 9-year-old Thoroughbred Toy 
Ghost, a Virginia-bred horse who has had 
some experience in Combined Training 
Events, but very little work in dressage 
until he arrived at Sunnyfield some two 
and a half months ago. This horse showed 
good proficiency in dressage at the com- 
bined training level, being well balanced 
and moving with good cadence at all gaits. 
He was not asked for extensions. Toy 
Ghost was ridden by Fritz Weiss, another 
instructor at Sunnyfield. 

Two horses were shown, Meadow Lark 
and Mike, which are being developed for 
teaching Pony Club children atSunnyfield. 
Both are haif-bred horses of quiet tem- 
perament, without the conformation to

execute dressage at higher levels, but 
admirably suited for this particular pur- 
pose. They were ridden respectively by 
Margaret Fuller and Florence Deverill. 

Two other horses belonging to Sunny- 
field which are being prepared for Com- 
bined Training competitions were shown by 
Carol Fraiser and Joan Laskey. These 
were the East Prussian Syphon and the 
six-year-old bay mare Portland, the 
former being more advanced in its train- 
ing. Mrs. Howard P, Serrell, of Green- 
wich, Conn., also showed her beautiful 
German Thoroughbred Gold Lach and 
Karen MclIntosh showed the grey Lip- 
pizaner stallion Preciano, a beautifully 
schooled horse whose naturally shorter 
canter enabled it to execute circles, turns 
and serpentines with great precision, 

The afternoon session was devoted to 
the riding of a number of tests which 
were judged by visitors to the forum, 
Mr. Watjen emphasized the fact that in 
scoring judges should take into account 
the conformation and therefore the 
capabilities of a given horse in executing 
a given test. He also pointed out that 
judges must think primarily of the posi- 
tive achievements of horse and rider and 
only secondarily of the details of the test. 
Major General Guy V. Henry made the 
point that the scale of marks must be 
adjusted according to the difficulty of the 
test. For example, a performance rating 
an 8 in an A test, if made ina C test, 
would rate perhaps only a 5. 

Jill Klein, Carol Fraiser and Kay 
Miller rode the B-3 Test - the first 
two on grey Lippizaner geldings and the 
third on a dun horse. They were judged 
respectively by Major General Henry of 
Washington and Major General Harry 
Disston, of New York; by H. L. M. van 
Schaik, of Cavendish, Vt. and CarlAsmis, 
of Sykesville, Md.; and by Captain Fred 
Marsman of Wellesley, Mass. and Solon 
M, Palmer, of Montclair, N. J. 

To conclude the afternoon, Karen Mc- 
Intosh rode the new dressage test 6 onthe 
roan East Prussian gelding Instergrus, 
requiring collected, ordinary and extended 
gaits. She was judged by General Henry 
and Col. Frank Huyler of Garden City, 
N, Ta 

This forum, the second to be held at 
Sunnyfield under Mr. Watjen, was, like its 
predecessor, of the greatest value to all 
who attended, It is to be hoped that more 
such forums can be arranged in the 
future.

PHA-Maryland Horse Trials

The Elkridge-Harford Hunt Club was 
the site of the first Horse Trials to be 
sponsored by the PHA, on Sunday, May 
3rd, and actively assisted by the Dean 
Bedfords, for the benefit of the USET’s 
3-Day activities. Indeed, Mrs. Bedford 
herself competed on the Hunt staff horse, 
Jacko, better known for his ‘‘drive”® than 
his cooperative temperament. 

At first glance the cross-country 
course seemed a fast one with bigger 
fences than usual. The results did not 
support this, for only three horses failed 
to complete the Trials and all but one 
(Archer) gathered time penalty points. 
The Committee did not offer bonus points 
“for (under) time since all entries com- 
peted in one division. 

The elementary nature of the dres- 
sage test (Class ‘‘N’’), judged by the 
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Mrs. Dean Bedford on JACKO, who with 
her husband, M,F.H, of Elkridge Harford, 
organized the trials.

accomplished dressage rider, Mrs. 
Howard Serrell, Greenwich, Conn., help- 
ed bring about a number of good perform- 
ances. Fred Hughes’ grey mare Hi-Liex- 
hibited the best test, noteworthy for its 
steadiness; no brilliance yet no resistance. 
One point behind came the Virginia-bred 
Toy Ghost, ridden by Miss D. Sharp (also 
riding her own entry Spray), since his 
owner, Miss L. duPont, is still under 
doctor’s orders as a result of a back in- 
jury. Toy Ghost was outstanding in places 
but resisted in others. Miss LynnGarrett’s 
Shady Lady and Mrs. F. White’s Jack 
Spraggon tied with Mrs. Rogers’ Eye 
Spring, followed in that order. JackSprag- 
gon’s form showed a vast improvement 
over last year. 

The cross-country course led straight 
away from the club along high ground, 
then across the valley to the other side 
and through woods back to the club, Few 
problems presented themselves enroute. 
Of interest were the narrow cordwood 
pile right in the woods and the only tight 
turn into a post & raii with the wide 
trackehner only 3 strides beyond, The 
splash, the last obstacle, stumped only the 
big novice mare, Pinwheel (Fred Hertig), 
ridden by Miss J. Scattergood, who became 
eliminated here. The pony, Farnley Syrian, 
owned by T. Harting, being the only other 
entry eliminated on the course, 

With only 0.3 time penalties, Toy 
Ghost moved up to first place, six points 
ahead of Eye Spring who had identical 
time penalties. Mrs. Treviranus’ Anglo- 
Arab, Archer, showed a lot of foot to come 
in without any penalties, the only one, 
improving his position from 6th place to 
3rd. Pat Talbott’s chestnut mare Copy 
recovered in grand style to move up from 
12th to 4th place, pressed by the aggres- 
sive Jack Spraggon in Sth position. 

Fred Hughes’ Hi-Li incurred some 33 
time penalty points and could not hold his 
earilier lead, dropping to 6th place. Miss 





J. Scattergood also rode her own buckskin, 
Buccaneer, last year’s champion Trials’ 
horse, then known as Buckshot, who did 
well to better herself from llth to 7th 
position, 

With a long Stadium Jumping course 
yet to be ridden, over some eleven im- 
pressive and large obstacles, the final 
battle would be between the leaders, Toy 
Ghost, Eye Spring and Archer. The table 
of penalties for this test has been halved 
for One-Day Trials as of this year, be- 
cause it is only to prove ‘‘the obedience 
of the horse” rather than the horse’s 
ability to jump. 

Archer accummulated two knockdowns, 
Toy Ghost had one down, and Eye Spring 
one runout, which left their respective 
positions unchanged - the impressive 
Toy Ghost decisively emerging as the win- 
ner of the PHA-Maryland Horse Trials 
(56.3 points), His rider , Miss Sharp,

brought her own Spray into 8th place, 
Others followed in this order: Eye Spring 
(62.3), Archer (70), Hi-Li (83.3), Copy 
(83.8), Buccaneer (85.9), Spray (87.5), 
Vixen (88.1), Home Again (93.7), Ocean 
Breeze (98.2), Casey (107.8), Shady Lady 
(107.9), Jack Spraggon (122.6), and High 
Noon (126.8). 

The relatively greater number of good 
horses speaks well for the interesting 
Combined Training and here again point- 
ed out clearly that a ‘“‘fair’® dressage 
score coupled with a turn of speed can 
effectively put a horse in contention. The 
fact that these requirements are also 
considered desirable in a point-to-point 
or hunting horse is not an accident,

Any number of tourists can attest to 
the fact that Wiesbaden, Germany, and its 
environs is a pleasant place. Among its 
attractions may be included the Biebricher 
Schloss, a sprawling castle, set in a park 
by the banks of the Rhine River. 

It seems doubtful if any globetrotters, 
however, have found more pleasure in 
that particular section of the Rhineland 
than the U.S, Equestrian Team did during 
its recent appearance at the Wiesbaden 
show, held in the Schloss Park, May 
15-18, 

Fresh from a successful competitive 
appearance at the Rome show, the U.S.E.T. 
riders managed to make their presence 
felt with a vengeance during the three 
days of the international events at Wies- 
baden, 

Notable among the U.S, efforts was the 
stirring triumph scored by Bill Steinkraus 
in the Puissance event. The capable team 
captain, mounted on Miss Eleo Sears’ 
outstanding grey gelding, Ksar d’Esprit, 
survived five jumpoffs that had the crowd 
on its feet throughout to finally defeat 
Moizard of France who was riding Galo 
Pascha. The fifth and final jumpoff saw 
Steinkraus finish with four faults while 
his rival recorded eight. Hugh Wiley, 
riding Mrs. W. J. Barney’s Master Wil- 
liam, tied with East Germany’s Schulze 


jumpoff. Wiley had the huge crowd of 
partisan German spectators virtually limp 
with excitement as he drove his colorful 
mount, Nautical, around the course to 
three faultless rounds. 

Finishing right on Wiley’s heels in the 
event was Steinkraus in third place aboard 
Mr. and Mrs. Bernie Mann’s Riviera 
Wonder, while Wiley was also seventh with 
Master William. Steinkraus finished 10th 
with his other mount, Miss Joan Magid’s 
First Boy and Frank Chapot was 11th on 
Mrs. Walter B, Devereux’ Sinbad, 

The opening international event found 
George Morris the first non-German to 
break into the ribbons as he _ scored 
eighth place on Miss Ellen Dineen’s Sin- 
jon. The young New Canaan, Conn., rider 
also was eighth in the Choose-Your- 
Own-Line event on his own mare, War 
Bride. This event also saw him finish in 
ninth place with Sinjon. The Knock-Down- 
and -Out saw Morris capturing fourth 
place. 

But the honors for the 21-year-old 
Morris, youngest rider on coach Bertalan 
de Nemethy’s squad, were not yet com- 
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pleted, On the final day of the show, Mor- 
ris received a special trophy, donated by 
the East German Equestrian Federation, 
naming him the Best Foreign Rider of the 
show. The award was presented by Dr. B, 
Flade, head of the Federationas the crowd 
roared its approval. 

Thus, the U.S. Equestrian Team has 
scored a total of 27 placings in the first 
two shows on its 1959 schedule. The tearn 
will next be seen in action at Paris, 
June 13-21.

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Junior Essex Troop 


It is difficult to discuss the Junior 
Essex Troop Horse Show held in West 
Orange, New Jersey, without using super- 
latives. No other words seem adequate to 
describe this well organized and well run 
show. Now in its eighth year, the show 
is unique in many ways. It is the largest 
of all junior shows in the country. It is 
probably the only show in the country 
where the boys outnumber the girls - of 
the 293 riders entered in the show this 
year, 175 were boys. It has a military 
division for teams and riders from mount- 
ed junior military organizations and 
military schools, It is a show in which 
the cadets of the Junior Essex Troop and 
their parents work together for weeks 
before the show as well as during the 
show in a common effort all seem great- 
ly to enjoy. 

Since its beginning, the show has been 
under the direction of Captain Solon M, 
Palmer, Commandant and Director of 
Horsemanship of the Junior Essex Troop, 
with the able assistance of Mr. Thomas 
W. Clohosey, who as Show Chairman 
organizes the Troop parents into the many 
committees that keep the show running 
smoothly. It has from the outset been a 
pioneer in offering dressage, combined 
training, and FEI classes and has been 
an important influence in developing an 
interest in such events among the junior 
riders of the New York metropolitan 
area. Before the AHSA adopted the USET 
Medal Class, the Essex Show had a two 
phase Prix-Caprilli test of its own. This 
was dropped when the USET Medal was 
introduced but put back into the show this 
year as a less difficult two phase com- 
petition for horses and riders not ready 
for the USET Medal. In 1956 the Show 
added a three phase competition consist- 
ing of dressage, cross country, and 
stadium jumping. This competition is 
called ‘*The Netherlands” after the chal- 
lenge trophy presented to the Troop for 
this event by American friends of the 
Netherlands in the promotion of inter- 
national good will. 

Winning the stable trophy for the stable 
whose riders accumulated the largest num- 
ber of points during the show were the 
riders from Stratford Farms under the 
direction of Victor Hugo-Vidal, Jr. They 
built up over 220 points to only 90 for 
their closest rival, the Hilltop Stable. 

FEI rules are used in all jumper 
classes at the show, and the jumpcourses 
were as fine as any to be seen this side 


of the Atlantic. Designed by Captain 
Palmer, they were good tests of the 
abilities of both horses and riders. They 
were constructed by Mr. Victor Conrad, 
father of one of the Essex Troopers, who 
has built course equipment for the Essex 
Troop which rivals that of the finest 
European shows. 

At the Friday evening performance 
there was an exhibition by the Dismount- 
ed Drill Team of the Junior Essex Troop 
under the command of Cadet Captain 
Robert Baldwin and a dressage exhibition 
by the winner of the Test 4 (USET Medal) 
competition, Mr. Robert Hammell. Sunday 
afternoon the Mounted Drill Team of the 
Essex Troop under the command of Cadet 
Lt. Timothy Peary presented a musical 
ride which drew loud applause from the 
audience. This was followed by a parade 
of the jumping teams represented in the 
show. The various junior military 
organizations in their uniforms, and the 
Somerset Hills Pony Club and Stratford 
Farms teams in their hunt attire, created 
a truly colorful sight which will be long 
remembered, je H. F.

The Other Busters 


Don Henderson 


The joys of polo center largely in the 
mounts you ride. Nothing impairs your 
game or disposition more than to have to 
wrangle an unruly pony in order to stay 
within the sideboards. There should be, 
between pony and player, the priceless 
gift of friendship. 

Now that you are acquainted with 
Buster, that true descendant of Job out 
of some good country wench, you are no 
doubt prepared to discuss more polo 
pony. So go exploring - locate a man who 
makes a good living by selling ponies in 
various stages of game-preparedness, 
Such a man has arrived there through 
possessing a good eye for a horse, horse 
sense, and honest dealing. Tell him frankly 
you are not ready to buy, but want to set 
your sights for the near future. He'll have 
a good nose for prospects and will have 
you up on a few ponies right soon. 

Remember you are looking for the same 
feel that Buster gives you, though without 
the earmarks of your amateur training. 
Ride them all- dig out faults - don’t 
enthuse over something you like, Never 
lose the target of another Buster. Don’t 
be hasty at this stage. If this man has 
nothing you care for - go find someone 
else, though such men don’t grow ontrees, 
See if anything you ride will do some of 
the things old Buster will. Remember 
that flexion is the basis for everything. 

For the rest - you need more class, 
and so, more speed. You need uniformity - 
same height, for length of mallet. You 
need a string that will be up to your 
weight. As to color - an old saying goes - 
a good horse is seldom a sorry color - 
it’s a fair slogan too. You must buy them 
at a reasonable price. 

Later on you will wish for more speed - 
these ponies must bring you a fair profit, 
after you’ve made them. You'll need all 
you can get to pay lots more for better 





ponies, even though untrained. 

When your string stands ready toplay, 
someone will walk down the line - coming 
to yours he will pause, asking your boy 
who’s these are? That will be your thrill, 
a mark of merit, you must have caught 
his eye - good shoulders, necks, and 
uniformity. 

A bit of an illustrative yarn, In 1919 
the 77th Division was coming home. I 
inspected their horses as they turned them 
in. In their Headquarters Troop a likely 
mare caught my eye. I rode her - she was 
ready to play. Asking the stable sargeant 
about her, he said his C, O, had made her, 
but he had gone home. He was Captain

Charlottesville’s annual polo rivalry 
between the University and the Charlottes- 
ville team resulted in a hard fought, 
1-1, tie Sunday, May 17.

Mason Houghland, M.F.H. 


Je Mason Houghland, M.F.H. of the 
Hillsboro Hounds since they were estab- 
lished in 1932, died at his home, Green 
Pastures, at Brentwood, Tennessee, out- 
side of Nashville Saturday, April 25. He 
was 71, 

Mr. Houghland had a lifelong interest 
in hounds. He was organizer and Master 
of the Lost River Hounds in Bowling Green 
after the First World War and later hunted 
with the pack maintained by E. W. Mar- 
land. Mr. Houghland was a vice president 
of the Marland Oil Co. and lived at Ponca 
City, Oklahoma until the failure of the 
Marland Oil Co, and its taking over by the 
Morgan interests in 1924-25, At that time 
he decided to stagt his own business ‘‘in 
a more stable part of the oil business 
than wildcatting’’. 

It shows the character of the man as 
well as his love of hunting that he had 
three points to look for in a new home: 
1. A place of. culture and refinement in 
which to raise his children; 2. A wind- 
less country with a mild climate where 
foxhunting could be at its best; and 3. A 
suitable location to start his new idea of 
filling stations on a spur track where a 
full tank car of gas could be emptied in 
the underground tank, thus cutting out all 
the added expense of trucking gas back 
and forth and passing the savings on to 
the customers. 

Thus was started the Spur Oil Com- 
pany of Nashville, Tennessee, with one 
filling station called the Andrew Jackson 
Station, the nucleus of the present giant 
Spur Distributing Company with its hun- 
dreds of stations in more than half the 
States in the Middle West, South, and 
Eastern part of the United States. 

In 1928 he hunted with Joseph B. 
Thomas and Percy Rockefeller at Over- 
hills, North Carolina. Mr. Thomas later 
offered him the Joint Mastership of The 
Grasslands Hunt, Tenn., which he declined. 

From 1927, Mr. Houghland was Master 
of Harpeth Hills Hounds, giving it up to 
Start a private pack, the Hillsboro Hounds 
in 1932, of which he was the active Mas- 
ter until his death, hunting hounds him- 


self until a few years ago. These hounds 
were kenneled at Green Pastures, his 
beautiful 1,000 acre place at Brentwood, 
Tenn, in a spacious stone kenn#l with 
5 acre runs. There were always 40 to 
50 couples of running hounds. During the 
war Major W., W. B, Scott sent the hounds 
of the North Cotswold to Mr. Houghland 
for safekeeping, the same number being 
duly returned. 

Mr. Houghland purchased many cham- 
pion Field Trial Hounds to put in his 
Pack. After a visit to the kennels of 
England and Ireland he decided to infuse 
English blood to improve the timidity 
and lack of substance of his own pack, 
In 1935 he imported the stallion hound 
Grampion and later crossed with hounds 
of the North Cotswold. His latest import- 
ation was a draft of the famous Brockles- 
by Hounds. 

Mr. Houghland judged in the Field and 
on the bench at every Southern Fox Hound 
Field Trial and bench show including the 
National and U.S,O, He has been a popular 
Judge of American Hounds at Bryn Mawr, 
the Virginia Hound Show and Litchfield. 
He was instrumental in getting William 
duPont to lay out the Steeplechase Course 
at Warner Park where the Iroquois is 


held each year the Saturday after the - 


Kentucky Derby. It is the premier race on 
the Mid West Circuit. There is no 1 1/2 
mile steeplechase course in the world 
where any size crowd can see every jump 
from one spot and close up; several hun- 
dred thousand yards of dirt were moved 
to put the course ‘‘under the hill’’. 

Mason Houghland is the author of the 
entertaining and instructive ‘‘Gone Away” 
published by the Blue Ridge Press. 

He will be missed not only by his 
hundreds of friends all over the country 
in the business and sporting worlds, but 
by the hundreds of ‘‘hill toppers’’ in the 
South with whom he has shared the all 
night fires, listening to the cry of hounds 
echoing through the hills until dawn sends 
the Red Ranger to earth and scatters the 
happy group to life’s more mundane 
chores.
